PORTUGAL. 
A gloomy picture of the financial and industrial con- 


dition of Portugal, is given in the new series of Reports 
of Foreign Commerce from Secretaries of Legation,’ 


just published. 


It furnishes a picture of the financial practices of 


Portugal, fully justifying all the warnings lately given 
to our capitalists regarding that country. The Treasury 
accounts almost defy analysis; still, they are sufficiently 
intelligible to show that the revenue presents an 
enormous deficiency each year, which is regularly met 
by a new sale of bonds in the London market. Let, 


the State for the past eight years has enjoyed all the

‘T hese large iasues of 3 per cent. stock were effected at 
n average price of 40.

The contractor bound 
jimhself to pay £600,000 to the Portuguese Financial 
agency in London in five instalments of £120,000, the 
last of which will fall due on the 1st of October next. 
The Government bound themselves not to make any 
other isstes for a year. Many of these bonds have been 
put upon our market at 46 and 47; but the Govern- 
nent, in their gratitude to any one who would lend them 
woney, have conferred the title of baron upon the con- 
tractor. As thé period of abstinence from further issues 
has now expired, it will be open to any other capitalist 
ambitious of Portuguese honours to gain a title by 
some equally profitable negociation. The London public, 
perhaps, in their credulity will readily absorb from 
time to time all that may be offered them. “It was 
once expected,” says Mr. Barron, in the clear report, 
dated April, 1860, from which these facts are gathered, 
that a large increase of taxes would have been brought 
forward by the new Minister of Finance. Such, how- 


ever, has not been the case, He certainly admits the 
necessity of restoring some ¢ jullibrium between revenue 
and expenditure, but defers the realisation of the policy 
to a future day, copficing himself for the present to 


“laying the foundation of this reform.” Recently a 
change of Cabinet has taken place, bat the whole system 
seems incapable of amelioration, except by organic 
changes of such magnitude as would involve an exercise 
of determination and vigour far beyond anything that 
can be hoped. A thorough revolution in the tariff would 
go far as a remedy, but there is scarcely a single sign 
in that direction. There was much readiness for it when 
it was thought that the English reduction of the wine 
duties would not refer to Portugal unless upon asystem 
of “reciprocity,” such as that adopted with France; 
but the moment it was found to be unconditional, all 
thought of concession was avowedly abandoned. Is 
reply to official inquiries from this country, it has re- 
cently been pretended that some liberal reductions have 
been made, but it is not believed they will be found to 
amount to mach, At present the smuggling business 
is the grand element ot Portuguese trade. On the land 
frontier all legal operations may be said to be extinct.- 
It has thirty custom-houses, and a large staff of officials 
at each, yet the whole revenue Collected in 1 558, 
was £6,109, or svarcely sufficient to pay expenses. 
Even on the seaboard matters are not conducted in 
a much } tter style, since, as an instance of the boldness 
th which the revenue is defrauded, it is mentioned 
that at Oporto last year a false door was found in the 
wall of the Custom-hotse iteelf, through which it was 
proved 2,700 pieces ‘of cloth had been smuggled after 
they had been duly entered and manifested. The popn- 
lation are Gemoralised, and not only ás the revenue 
crippled and foreign commerce crashed, but capital is 
ex ed and the resources of agriculture are left with- 
out Gevelopment. “ Nothing is done,” saye Mr. Barron, 
“to turn to account the exuberant fertility of the soil 
and cliimate.”
